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Division of Powers 
Protects the People! 


The governor’s “hold the line” budget 
message followed the general text of his 
earlier briefings on spending and taxes to 
members of the General Assembly and 
newspapermen. 

Despite pressures for reduction of 
taxes, present spending plans will not 
permit them without a reduction in serv- 
ices. The governor is correct in saying 
that suggestions that the state “can reduce 
taxes and at the same time provide in- 
creased services constitute the height of 
hypocrisy.” . 

The areas of spending which take most 
of the state budget are education, high- 
ways, welfare and health. Seventy-six per 
cent of the total goes to education and 
highways. With demands in both fields 
continuing to mount, there can be no 
reduction without curtailing efforts to 
meet the needs in education and failing 
to take advantage of the increased federal 
highway program. 

The present appropriation bill should 
suffice for another year, especially when 
any attempt to write a new one would 
open the floodgates for additional pres- 
sures for spending. While he proposes 
legislative approval of an additional 19 
million dollars in the contingent budget, 
this will be spent only if state revenues 
warrant it. 

Meanwhile, the General Assembly and 
every department of state government 
should seek to reduce unnecessary spend- 
ing. 

"The governor’s attack on those who 
would curb the budgetary powers of the 
chief executive was unusually harsh. 

Seeing it as part of some nebulous 
scheme to “destroy constitutional proc- 
esses in the state,” he displayed distrust 
of the legislative branch in protecting “‘the 
rights of the people.” 

By the same token, if the governor’s 
extraordinary budget powers give him 
such authority to protect the people’s 
rights, why couldn’t the same authority 
be used by some other governor in just 
the contrary fashion? 

No one has advocated “stripping” the 
governor of his budget powers. What has 
been advocated by top legislative leaders 
is that the General Assembly accept a 
little more responsibility and supervision 
over spending of taxpayers’ funds. Divi- 
sion of powers is democracy and any 
weakening of the structure in favor of the 
executive is a move toward totalitarian- 
ism. Division of powers was designed for 
the very purpose the governor argues. 

But the “hold the line” course, regard- 
less of who has the final authority, is the 
only alternative to further tax hikes.

Ike Now Must Face 
Still Greater Challenges 


In the aftermath of President Eisen- 
hower’s inaugural address, some sour 
notes are heard. His splendid idealism in 
calling for a kind of new deal for the un- 
derprivileged nations of the earth is some- 
how smothered in the stark realities of 
how his objectives will be achieved. 

James Reston, 
representative of the New York Times, 
points out one of these realities. 

“The old conflict,” says Mr. Reston, 
“between the President’s idealism and his 
economics has emerged more clearly than 
ever. And this is likely to be the political 
background within both the executive and 
the divided Congress over the next four 
years.” * 

We thus see the urge to continue gov- 
ernment spending on foreign aid and se- 
curity programs and the pressures within 
the administration, as voiced by Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey, against spend- 
ing and taxes. Visible also is the hostile 
attitude of Congress toward Ike’s far- 
sighted foreign policy objectives. 

The next four years will be years of 
decision, just as have those of the past 
decade. Instead of being able to withdraw 
vast commitments around the world, the 
United States faces even greater ones.

The President has greater popular 
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support than almost any other in history 
and yet the picture he presents to the 
world is far different from that of the 
party he represents. His idealism is 
clouded by the influence of Secretary of 
State Dulles, who has neither the confi- 
dence of Congress or our allies. 

The nation’s population has increased 
by more than 11 million persons in the 
last four years, indicating more demands 
upon government. This, coupled with the 
necessity of countering Communist ag- 
gression abroad, means more—not less— 
government spending. 

So the President’s next four years will 
be equally as challenging as the last. The 
old conflicts will remain and will become 
intensified. The Eisenhower optimism and 
idealism plus his hold on the people will 
undergo more severe tests.

Legislature Should Pass 
Late Primary Proposal 


Cobb County Rep. Eugene Holcombe’s 
proposed legislation on late primaries 
should bé a must for the current session 
of the General Assembly. 

The measure would require all Geor- 
gia municipalities of 5,000 or more to 
hold their city primaries on the same 
date as the state primary or no more than 
60 days prior to the general election. 

Mr. Holcombe points out that many 
cities have their primaries as early as 
January. This practice permits defeated 
candidates to serve almost a year before 
leaving office. 

There are no valid reasons for early 
primaries, whether they be held in Jan- 
uary or May. When an officeholder is 
defeated, regardless of what and where 
the office is, his ability and usually his 
desire to do a good job are lessened. 

Lame ducks should turn over their 
duties to their successors as soon as possi- 
ble. Otherwise, a situation exists that is 
not in the interest of good government. 

Rep. Holcombe’s proposal shouid be 
enacted into law. Its benefits far outweigh 
any. petty objections. 

Late primaries and late registration 
deadlines serve the best interests of the 
public who, after all, pays the cost of gov- 
ernment. It is entitled to the best that its 
tax money can buy.

Precinct Registration 
Is Sensible Suggestion 


Fulton State Sen. Charlie Brown has 
introduced a measure to permit neigh- 
borhood registration in Atlanta and Ful- 
ton County. It will receive full support 
in the community and reportedly is 
backed by the Fulton delegation in the 
House. 

There can be no honest objection to 
such a law in Georgia’s most populous 
county, where voter registration is ridicu- 
lously low. Perhaps it does not matter too 
much in state elections since voting pow- 
er is so restricted by the County Unit 
System, but in city and county elections 
it becomes a different matter. 

Under modern urban pressures, many 
voters do not register because they some- 
how can never find the time. But if the 
process were made a little more con- 
venient for them, they would register and 
many, many more would vote. The result 
would be a government more representa- 
tive of the total population.

Georgia’s General Assembly began its annual 40-day session with 
predictions that it will be one of the most harmonious assembled in 
a long time. To a great extent it represents a political complexion in 
line with Gov Griffin’s thinking and will do pretty much what the chief 


executive wants it to do. 
Nevertheless, you can’t safely 


forecast .the actions of @ Georgia 
Legislature. Depending on what 
comes up it could remain docile or 
could explode in a frenzy of con- 
troversy.

He was 
an even 90 that year and the 
*‘youngest’’ man at the convention. 

The last time I saw him, in 1954, 
he was attending night school in 
Canton, studying world history. 
As a doctor, he’d still go out on 
night calls, if he could get some- 
one to drive him. 

He was a school board member 
for almost 25 years, he was a mem-

trustees from the time the college 
was organized in 1883. He had been 
mayor of Waleska, sité of Rein- 
hardt College. He organized the 
Waleska Civic League and was its 
president twice. 

A few years ago his associates, 
from all the civic, fraternal and 
professional groups to which he 
belonged, got up a paper saying 
“For many years of faithful and 
diligent service to his fellow man, 
working for the. alleviation of suf- 
fering, the advancement of edu- 
cation, the conservation of human 
and natural resources, through co- 
operative endeavors in religion, 
civic and fraternal organizations:

As a spectacle it is superb. It 
conjures up the glory of the court 
of the Pharaohs with an over- 
whelming splendor that must seem 
to an archaeologist like the realiza- 
tion of his most imaginative 
dreaming. Yet it builds its effects 
upon such a solid basis of research 
that it is doubtful that even the 
most minutely learned Egyptolo- 
gist could find fault with it. 

It is an absorbing picture. It 
runs for a little under four hours— 
3 hours and 39 minutes to be exact. 
Considering that it distills into that 
time the 400 years the Children of 
Israel stayed in bondage, the 40 
days they waited for Moses to 
come down off Mt. Sinai and the 
40 years wandering in the Wilder- 
ness, that is not a bad job of con- 
densation. So far as I am con- 
cerned it could have run. an hour 
longer, for there was never a mo- 
ment in it when the story dragged, 
hardly a fleeting second when the 
audience didn’t sit, in rapt silence, 
completely absorbed. 

As a spectacle, therefore, as a 
moving picture designed to enter- 
tain, from beginning to end it is 
absolutely superb.

Here is a question from the Bible which all of 
us have asked many times: ‘‘Why art thou cast 
down, O my soul; and why are thou disquieted

MATCH FEDERAL FUNDS 

Griffin said the highway depart- 
ment will need $8,177,000 additional 
during each of the coming two 
years to match federal road funds, 
to maintain present highways and 
to finance additional construction 
by the Rural Roads Authority. 

Griffin said the increased cost of 
the state government is geared di- 
rectly to Georgia’s population and 
resources growth. He said he sees 
no need for additional taxes at this

Harnett Kane is the kind of man I like to have lunch with.

‘Dessert is the best part of the meal,’”’ said the New Orleans 
author the other day, looking amiable and cherubic and only 
slightly—er plump, as he scanned the menu. “I can afford to 
eat dessert today because I have lost 40 pounds recently and. . . 
only gained 35 of it back!” 

Mr. Kane was in town to open Emory University’s series on 
“How Writers Write’’ and he took time out to visit with news- 
paper friends with whom he manages to keep in touch no matter 
how busy he is with his annual book or his travels.

Society—What was it? What Is It Now? 


Writers of The New York ‘Times have surveyed 
society from vantage points over The United States 
The Atlanta Constitution will carry their series 
beginning Monday, January 28, in the Women’s 
Section.

A World Lab in London 
Fights Influenza Anywhere 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 

Flu is a convenient name for 
any head cold or sore throat that 
develops at this time of year. But 
to the physician the fiu is influ- 
enza and influenza is due to cer- 
tain viruses that differ from strep- 
tococci, staphylococci and the 
common cold organisms. 

Most of us are not inclined to 
become too technical, nor would 
we be willing to spend the money 
for laboratory tests to uncover 
the cause of our respiratory in- 
fections. 

Furthermore, the influenza or- 
ganisms are so difficult to isolate 
the sniffles are over by the time 
t! > result of the test is obtained. 

The body counteracts the invad- 


ing influenza virus by manufactur- 
ing protective antibodies in the 
blood, These substances remain in 
the system for many year and can 
be detected in the laboratory. 
The antibodies against influ- 
enza virus A are not the same as 
those against virus B; conse 
quently, the technicians are able 
to tell whether the infection was 
due to influenza as well as the 
exact type. 
The World Health Organization 
maintains a laboratery in London 
that studies blood specimens from 
epidemic areas all over the world. 
They know, for example, that 
virus A was_ responsible for 
the mild influenza epidemic that 
occurred a year .ago in Washing-

They also know what was going 
on in Sweden, Denmark, Great 
Britain, North Africa, Japan and 
Australia. Furthermore, the rec- 
ords go back 10 years and they 
are able to predict with fair accu- 
racy what to expect. 


One of the main problems of 
the researchers centers about the 
nature of the influenza virus. Some 
strains of virus are stronger than 
others. Not only that, the or- 
ganisms change just enough to 
alter antibody response. This rep- 
resents a great obstacle in the 
development of a foolproof in- 
fluenza vaccine. 


In the future these scientists 
hope to become so expert in their 
predictions that a vaccine for the 
coming epidemic can be prepared. 
This entails a presynthesis of the 
virus in the laboratory to simu- 
late the mutations likely to occur 
in the months to follow. 


Scientists do not believe that 
major influenza epidemics- will 
spread from one country to an 
other as occurred in 1918-19. They 
are confident the world is well- 
seeded.
